tha t she wo uld endeav or to satisfy our demands when conv inced that she is 


wro ng . The ho pe, howev er, that Germany will modify her methods of subma­ 


rine wa rfa re to suit o ur ideals should not lead us into 
unwise confidence, 


While It is to be dev outly hoped that President Wilson's demands will be s.ti 


isfied, It is simply common prudence to keep in mind 
iho conseq uences 
if 


they a re no t. 
As to the war Itself, there are no dependable sig ns of peace 


y et in sig ht, notwithstanding the peace talk that occasionally comes to the 


surfa ce. Passion between the bellig erents is too intensely aroused 
and the 


issues inv olv ed are too v ital to allow settlement before one side or the other 


is ex hausted. It may be that weariness and even financial embarrassment are 


making themselve,s felt, but of the sheer ex haustion necessary to 
end the 


wa r there is as y et no positiv e sy mptoms any where, unless it be in I urkey , 


which has been the “Sick Man of Europe” for g enerations. 
The business outlook continues satisfactory , the only cloud being <>ur 


difficulties with Germany . If these are adjusted, as now seems probable, we 


ma y look for g ood business during the balance of the y ear. 1 be ag ricuTTiiral 


districts will feel the benefit of larg e crops and fair prices. The steel indus­ 


try shows increasing activ ity at adv ancing 
prices for reasons 
well under­ 


stood; and our railroads must soon reflect the chang es for better in larg ei 


g ross ea rning s.
